LEADER LUIS ESTEBAN REY ENTITLED "ROSALYNN CARTER S LATIN AMERICAN MI 
SSION." 

PIECE IS VERY FAVORABLE TO MRS. CARTER'S TRIP AND HER PERSONAL ABILIT 
IES.

2.- "AS THE TRIP IS NOT ONLY A GESTURE OF GOODWILL AND COURTESY BUT; 
ACCORDING TO WASHINGTON ANNOUNCEMENTS WILL INCLUDE ’SERIOUS AND 
IMPORTANT CONVERSATIONS' ON THE LATIN AMERICAN POLICY OF HER 
HUSBAND, MANY DOUBTS OVER MRS. CARTER'S ABILITIES TO ACCOMPLISH 
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HER DELICATE MISSION HAVE BEEN EXPRESSED IN LATIN AMERICAN CAPITALS
